Since my recent delightful visit to Mary- 
land I am not so sure but that Horace Gree- 
ley’s much heralded slogan, “Go West, 
Young Man, Go West”, might well be re- 
versed, particularly as applied to the breed- 
ing of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Possibly I 
saw this, to me enchanting, country through 
rose-tinted glasses by reason of the fact 
that I went directly to it by airplaine from 
the poor Drouth stricken and heat ridden 
middle west early in June of this year. But, 
be that as it may, I found in the Chesapeake 
Bay region of Maryland, which heretofore 
I had not seen except when hurriedly pass- 
ing through by train, one of the most pro- 
ductive agricultural areas it has ever been 
my privilege to visit, and a country rich in 
scenic beauty as well. Yes, and abound- 
ing, also, in historical landmarks which 
were of great interest to me but of which I 
shall not write now. 

When the plain upon which I had embark- 
ed five hours earlier at Chicago dropped 
rapidly out of the clouds, which had ob- 
secured a view of the ground for some time, 
into the bright sunshine of the Washing- 
ton Flying Field, I must confess that, en- 
thusiastic air traveller that I am, I exper- 
ienced both relief and pleasure at the sight. 
And when I stepped out of the plane whom 
should I see, much to my surprise and de- 
light as well, but Professor Vial, head of 
the Animal Husbandry Department of the 
University of Maryland, who was there to 
‘meet me and take me to Annapolis. Here 
we were met at the ferry by that prince of 
good fellows and highly appreciated Aber- 
deen-Angus enthusiast—W. Alan McGregor 
of Andelot Stock Farms, Inc., Worton, 
Maryland— who was my host for the en- 
suing five days, and a genuine host he is, 
too, I want to assure those of my readers 
who have not enjoyed the privilege of his 
hospitality. We crossed to the East Shore 
and after an enjoyable drive along the bay 
we arrived at Mr. McGregor’s home a ]it- 
tle before dusk. The next day, Saturday, 
was spent in looking over the Andelot 
farms and herds. 


This hurr'ed sketch of my trip will not 
permit of anything but observations of a 
very general nature. Therefore, I shail 
cover the Andelot breeding establishment 
by simply stating that there is maintained 
here one of the most select herds of Aber- 
deen-Angus that I have seen anywhere. It 
is composed of approximately 200 breed- 
ing females sorted into lots for mating to 
the kest advantage with the half dozen or 
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more chief herd bulls, the star performer 
amongst them, perhaps, being Black Lad of 
Sabin, that smooth, stylish, low set, half 
Scotch half American bred sire of already 
proved outstanding merit as a producer. 
Andelot with its 2200 acres bordering on 
Chesapeake Bay is peculiarly adapted to the 
handling of a large herd in an efficient and 
economical fashion, and Alan McGregor, 
being a practical cattle man, is utilizing to 
the utmost all of its natural advantages. 


Anticipating my arrival, Mr. McGregor 
had invited an interesting group of promin- 
ent Maryland breeders to spend Sunday 
with us, and it was a happy day, indeed. 
It included, among other things, such en- 
tertainment as a forenoon spent in getting 
acquainted, visiting and inspecting some of 
the best of the Andelot cattle, and at noon 
a delicious east shore dinner at the famous 


Maryland. After dinner our entire party 
visited the farm of Mr. George Bailey which 
was not far distant. Mr. Bailey, though a 
very young man, already has established a 
select foundation for a great herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus. His forty choice females are 
headed by a bull of outstanding individual- 
ity, Evilesco of Page by Revolution Black- 
cap and out of Imported Early Verdict of 
Kinermony which I once saw and greatly 
admired as a heifer in Scotland. 


The next morning early Alan and I start- 
ed on a real tour of inspection and spent 
all of the daylight hours joyously driving 
over a countryside of unexcelled attrac- 
tiveness, visiting interesting people and 
their herds, partaking of some sort of re- 
freshment always urged upon us by our 
hospitable hosts, and making the best time 
possible. Among the people visited that

Mr. George Bailey, of Earlville, Maryland; 
Mr. Dean Bedford, of Fallston, Maryland; 
Mr. James Clark, of Ellicott City, Maryland; 
Mr. Sam O. Sullivan, of Oraville, Mary- 
land; Mr. Lundgren, of Baltimore, Mary- 
land; and Mr. Kenneth Clark, of Frederick, 


day were Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bedford, at 
whose home we were previously invited 
luncheon guests; Mr. J. Flanagan, Foster 
Brothers; and Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Hackney 
of Finksburg. The Bedfords, although only 
youngsters, are Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of established reputation and exhibitors 
whose entries are feared by older and more 
experienced showmen.

the Baltimore show. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Bedford are enthusiastic equestrians, in- 
cluding riding to hounds, and as live stock, 
in addition to their Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
maintain a stable of prizewinning Irish 
hunters. At the head of the Bedford Herd 
of fifty unusually good Aberdeen-Angus fe- 
males are Briarcliff Black Emperor by 
Glencarnock Revolution, and Sirdar by Earl 
Eric Glencarnock 3rd, both splendid indi- 
viduals. 

Mr. J. F. Flanagan, a new breeder, whose 
farm we visited next, has started with a 
very fine lot of young females with Black- 
capmere 85th by Epponian 4th of Rosemere 
as the herd sire. Blackcapmere 85th was 


one of the top bulls in the Rosemere auc- 
tion of 1933 and he still looks the part of 
a show bull. 

From Mr. Flanagan’s we drove to Fos- 


ter Brothers, who combine polo, Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle breeding, and general farm- 
ing to a very satisfactory degree. I felt 
quite at home here because their new herd 
is composed almost entirely of Rosemere 
females, with Evaxus 25th of Page by Im- 
ported Evaxus of Ballindalloch at the head. 
These young men are live wires and they 
are ideally situated for developing one of 
the prominent herds of the breed, which in 
my opinion, they will accomplish. It was 
here that I saw for the first time in my 
life a machine in operation which gathers 
and bales the hay direct from the. swath in 
the field, a method which Foster Brothers 
have found both speedy and otherwise sat- 
isfactory in the harvesting of their hay 
crops. 

Our last stop for the day was at the 
farm of Mr. H. H. Hackney where we ar-

rived just at dusk but not to 

amine his fine new herd of Aberdeen a 
made up of ten select heifers and ch 
young show bull, Blackcap Evaxus of Ada.

JJ 
leaving the Hackney’s we drove to Fed 
erick of Barbara Fritchie fame where we 
arived a little after midnight, tired but 
with the feeling of a day well spent. ’ 

Refreshed by a few hours of sound slee 
and reinforced by a substantial breakfast 
we sallied forth early the next mornin 
with our mutual friend, Mr. Kenneth Clark 
for an inspection of the farms of the Mon. 
ocacy group of which Mr. Clark is manager 
and Mr. Daniel Wight the owner. Within 
the past few years Mr. Wight, a successfy] 
young business man, believing that good 
farm lands and pure bred live stock have a 
future beyond present low values, has ac- 
quired a group of twelve productive farms 
in the vicinity of Frederick upon which 
purebred herds, including Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and draft horses, will be introduced, 
The only recently established Aberdeen- 
Angus herd consists of twenty of as good 
cows as ever left the world famous Glen- 
carnock herd of Mr. J. D. McGregor, Mani- 
toba, Canada; and leading this select group 
of matrons is Revolution 16th by the Inter- 
national Champion, Blackcap Revolution, 

I should like to describe in detail some 
of the interesting experiences of the half 
day spent with Mr. Kenneth Clark, but real- 
ly I must hurry along lest I bore my read- 
ers with too long a story. After a luncheon 
with Mr. Clark at which Maryland products 
were deliciously served, we started on the 
last leg of our itinerary which ended at the 
attractive farm home of Mr. George Mober- 
ly of Laytonsville, Maryland, within twen- 
ty-five miles of Washington. Mr. Moberly 
differed from most of the others whom we 
had visited, in this respect. He is a breed- 
er of quite a number of years of experience. 
He was born and has lived all of his life on 
the fertile and well equipped farm which he 
owns and upon which he has developed a 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle of which the 
most exacting connoisseur of bloodlines and 
individuality could well be proud. As a herd 
sire he is now using one of the best bulls I 
have seen for a long time, a son of Import- 
ed Evaxus of Ballindalloch. Mr. Moberly, 
like most successful people, is possessed of 
an inquiring mind which prompts him to 
seek information from whatever source it 
is available. It was, therefore, a pleasure 
to discuss breeding problems with him. 

It was at Mr. Moberly’s farm that, late in 
the afternoon, I reluctantly said good-by to 
Mr. McGregor, he to start his return trip 
home, and I to go on to Washington where 
I was delivered at the Mayflower Hotel by 
my newly acquired friend, Mr. Moberly, 
the same evening. I remained in Wash- 
ington several days interviewing Govern- 
ment officials, etc., but the most enjoyable 
part of my trip was over and I now have 
inly pleasant memories as a reminder and a 
stimulant to repeat the experience at the 
first opportunity. 


In conclusion my I request that, if by 
chance any of my friends to whom reference 
is made should read these lines, they over- 
look any mis-statements which may appear 
with my assurance that they are not de- 
liberate; and will they again accept my 
thanks for their many kindnesses while I 
was in their midst until such time as I 
may be privileged to more adequately dem- 
onstrate my sincere appreciation.

Visits Many Herds in New York 


e just completed a very pleasant 
™ pte i sections of the Aberdeen-An- 
s breeding establishments in Duchess 
county, N. Y. I have been the guest of Mr. 
W. H. Pew of Briarcliff Farms, and I know 
that those who have been at this establish- 
ment realize exactly what this means. It 
was a revelation to me to realize the num- 
ber of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
this county. I am sure that unless one has 
visited these places, he can have no specific 
idea of the importance of these breeding 
plants in the Aberdeen-Angus history of 
this country. 

During my visit to this section, I found 
over Pe ag A Be pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on the Briarcliff Farms. It 
is a revelation to one who has never been 
there to realize the battery of great bulls 
which can be presented to the gaze of the 
onlooker. They are not only a set of great 
individuals, but are proven sires and it is a 
bit of information which can not be stressed 
too far, to see the various bulls there which 
have sired grand champions either in the 
breeding or steer classes at our great State 
and International shows. 


One is at a loss to know what to do when 
their great array of steers is brought be- 
fore your view. There is in this group at 
least one steer by probably every great sire 
at Briarcliff Farms at the present time, 
and there is there one steer sired by a bull 
in the commercial herd which I am sure 
will be heard from later on. But it is not 
only due to the large number of famous 
prize winners which one can see there but 
also due to the fact that the prize winning 
fema'es have without exception proven 
themselves producers. Their great two- 
year-old and three-year-old heifers which 
they showed on the show circuit last year 
have either successfully calved or are ex- 
pected to calve in the very near future. 


It would be hard at this time to mention 
all of the great breeding establishments in 
the county which are not connected with 
Briarcliff Farms proper. Mention could be 
made of the fine herd owned by Mr. John 
H. Baker, of Dover Plains, N. Y. Here is 
a herd of choice selected females headed by 
one of the several good bulls which have 
been bred at Briarcliff farms. The bull in 
use there is a son of Envidon, and that is 
sufficient to warrant his close inspection. 


I should also mention the great Dins- 
more Estate and its very genial proprietor, 
Mr. Martin Hays. Here is a group of nine- 
ty pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
the herd is headed by two outstanding bulls 
also purchased from Briarcliff Farms. I 
think I never saw as fine a crop of calves 
in my life, and it seems to me that the fut- 
ure of this herd is promising. 


The Delano Estate of Red Hook, under 
the able management of Mr. Galvin, has 
started a new closely selected herd headed 
by a son of Briarcliff Protestor, a bull the 
accomplishments of which are well known. 


On the farm of Mr. H. H. Jackson, of 
Stormville, the Eastern Association Presi- 
dent, I found sixty head_of pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. As a new herd head- 
er, Mr. Jackson has just purchased a young 
bull from Briarcliff Farms, which seems to 
promise great things for the future. 


The farm of Mr. Robert Rymph, himself 


a 4-H Club baby beef boy, was also visited, 
and although Robert’s father has met with 
a serious accident, I am glad to be able to 
tell you that Robert is quite capable of 
carrying on in place of his father. Here 
we saw forty-five head of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus females. He is also using a 
Briarcliff bull. ; 

The choice herd of Miss Theresa Thorne 
at Millbrook was also visited, and I think I 
never saw a small number of females which 
ranked so highly as this group does. Great 
things are expected of the bull which she 
is using, a bull which she selected from the 
Briarcliff group. 

Mention must also be made of the great 
breeding establishment of our new Duchess 
County Senator, F. H. Bontecou. It is a 
great pleasure to the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders here in this State to realize that 
we have in the State Senate a man quite so 
well qualified from a cattle breeder’s point 
of view. Even on this place it might be of 
interest for you to learn that there are a 
hundred and seventy-five pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus all told. 


But I can not let this little summary pass 
without referring to the small but selected 
herd of Mr. Robert Turner of Pine Plains. 
Through an accident Mr. Turner lost one 
of his valuable Aberdeen-Angus calves, but 
nothing daunted, he immediately commenc- 
ed to milk the young heifer. He told me 
while there that she was giving, even now, 
slightly more than eighteen quarts of milk 
per day as a three year old heifer, and that 
the factory had returned a test of 4.9 per 
cent butter fat upon this milk. It seems to 
me that this is one side of our Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding which we in this country 
have somewhat neglected, and I am sure 
information along this line is decidedly 
lacking. It is a fine thing to have our at- 
tention focused on this possibility of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. Would one dare 
suggest a possibility of these cattle not 
only to produce the ancestors of the very 
choicest of beef, but also the producers of 
some very select milk? It seems to me 
that Aberdeen-Angus breeders can well af- 
ford to bear this in mind. 

I am planning on spending some few days 
of the center of this week among the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders in the central part 
of this state. On their farms I expect to 
see at least two hundred head of breeding 
females. 

Recently I was able to visit Erie County 
and in company with Mr. C. C. Taylor of 
Lawtons, one of the directors of our Asso- 
ciation, we were able to visit farms on which 
are being kept some two hundred breeding 
females. Mr. Taylor is taking a very deep 
interest in the work of the Association in 
that section of the state, and is busying 
himself getting together a fine Aberdeen- 
Angus herd which may represent the dis- 
trict at our coming State Fair. 


Nor is the commercial end of the Aber- 
deen-Angus establishment being entirely 
neglected in this state. Mr. T. M. Scoon, of 
Geneva, the treasurer of our Eastern Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, and Mr. Lee Col- 
ton also of Geneva, the vice-president of 
our Association, are looking after this mat- 
ter closely. Recently one of them sold a 
group of calves, only one of which was a 
few days over one year of age and all of 


the rest lacking somewhat before they 
could celebrate their first anniversary. 
These calves averaged 886 pounds at the 
farm and were sold to a local butcher with- 
in fifty miles of the place, he to come and 
get them and pay for them at farm weights. 
He realized what he could do with this type 
of material and was able to pay much high- 
er for them than could be paid for them in 
the stock yards at Buffalo, thereby show- 
ing what local butchers think of locally 
produced stuff. It may also interest you 
to know that I am appointed chairman of 
the coming Sale Committee which will con- 
duct at Syracuse, N. Y., in connection with 
the annual State Fair, its first 4-H Club 
Baby Beef Sale. It seems that the people 
here in the East are becoming baby-beef 
conscious, and are realizing fully the taste 
of this material. Through the cooperation 
of Mr. Ackerman, the director of the Fair, 
I am able to give this matter considerable 
publicity, and while we do not look forward 
to any record breaking sales, we hope that 
there will be sold nearly a half hundred of 
very choice young calves. 


I wonder if you fully appreciate how 
epoch making here in the Empire State this 
type of event is? 

Please extend to the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of the country heartiest greetings 
from the Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion. Since April the first I am glad to be 
able to report seven new Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, and it seems to me that this itself 
denotes progress. We hope the breed ex- 
periences activity all along the line and we 
are looking forward to closing this year at 
the new Chicago Coliseum and to celebrate 
a real anniversary there. 


Trusting this note finds everything deal- 
ing with the Aberdeen-Angus Journal in a 
very flourishing condition, and with best 
regards from all of us here in the East, I 
remain, yours very truly, R. B. Hinman, 
Secretary Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers Association.

The telephone rang the other night after 
the writer had retired. Reluctant to leave 
a cool place in the outdoor sleeping house 
we finally mustered courage to go see who 
the more than likely saleman might be. To 
our amazement Elliott Brown of Rose Hill, 
Iowa, was at the other end of the line.

The July issue of Commerce and Indus- 
try, New York City, carries a fine likeness 
of our good friend and fellow Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder, Col. E. B. Weatherly, of Macon, 
Georgia, together with an interesting story 
depicting his prominence in cattle circles 
of the nation. The Colonel is a member 
of the board of Directors of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association; a 
member of famous committee of 25 cattle- 
men selected to cooperate with the Govern- 
ment in working out a cattle reduction pro- 
gram for the United States.

The Southern Farmer of July is reported 
to have contained a very splendid article by 
Col. Weatherly concerning the possibilities 
of better beef for the South, which we hope 
soon to be able to reprint for our readers. 

Among the activities fostered by this 
gentleman was a field day the early part of 
July at the Weatherly Stock Farm where 
a large crowd of interested folks gathered 
to get better acquainted with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle—to procure a better under- 
standing of what this breed can do to im- 
prove the beef cattle of the South. 
Drought Broken But Crop Damage Cannot 

Be Repaired 

Despite recent rains over most of the 
drought area the losses of early crops and 
pastures cannot be recovered fully, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics in a special report on the drought situa- 
tion as of July 1. Deficiency of moisture 
early in the year still constitutes a great 
handicap to the revival of pastures, mea- 
dows, and in the growth of the late-planted 
emergency crops, it is stated. 

The bureau reiterates earlier statements 
that the national food supply has not been 
significantly reduced and that the principal 
effect of the drought is in a reduction of 
feed and forage for livestock. Local short- 
age of certain food crops will be met by 
shipments from surplus producing areas. 

The drought was particularly severe on 
bread grains, principally wheat. Produc- 
tion of butter and cheese may be reduced, 
and shortages of feed crops and resultant 
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higher feed prices are likely to i 
production of eggs and chickens, sal _ 
bureau.

e bureau says that heavy slay 

cattle during the next six months a 
ably be followed by decreased slaughter 
during the first half of 1935. Supplies of 
pork also will be considerably smaller next 
year on account of the large reduction jn 
this year’s pig crop. 

Hay production will be the smallest jn 
forty years and in relation to hay-consum. 
ing live stock will be the shortest ever 
known, says the bureau. Short supplies of 
hay and straw in general farming areas 
however, may be offset by a fair corn crop 
and large production of emergency forage 


crops. 

Good fall rains can still make winter feed 
in Texas and the Southwest, it is stated: 
but in most of the Great Plains area and in 
the Mountain and Intermountain States, 
possibilities of improving present unfavor- 
able feed prospects are limited. The im- 
portant dairy States were especially hard 
hit by the drought, and milk production has 
been materially reduced in the drought 
areas, says the bureau. The shortage of 
feed for next winter is expected to cause 
a decrease in the number of milk cows. 

In a report on insect pests, the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quarantine says 
that the mild winter was favorable to many 
pests over large areas in the West North 
Central States while in other sections, par- 
ticularly the North east, the low tempera- 
tures had very little effect in reducing 
numbers of insects. The Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Engineering reports that the supply 
of water in irrigated sections shows vari- 
ous degrees of shortage which may become 
increasingly serious unless heavy rains 
come soon.

With this issue the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal breaks into the sixteenth year of 
its labors with greater hopes and higher 
ambitions than ever before. Every factor 
bearing on the beef cattle industry seems to 
point Aberdeen-Angus way. Drouth and 
consequent feed shortage is causing through 
necessity and Government agencies co-oper- 
ating many millions of cattle to be proces- 
sed years in advance of their normal cancel- 
ation from the ranges and the farm yards 
of the country. In addition to the proposed 
10,000,000 head that will pass through 
Government channels into consumption 
within the next few months, there can safe- 
ly be counted another million head that will 
either die of thirst or prove too weak to 
make the trip to the shambles. In addition 
other hundreds of thousands will be forced 
on the regular market by those closer in 
who are caught in this same drought trap. 

All this liquidation, forced or otherwise, 
forces the conclusion that there w_ll be none 
toc many beef cattle, in the years just 
ahead. This in turn means better demand 
and better prices for pure bred cattle, and 


Aberdeen-Angus seem to be attracting their 
share of attention from those who have a 
desire to own the best in beef producing 
cattle. To what extent we shall realize 
this advantage will depend largely upon the 
immediate activity of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders everywhere. 


-——_0-——- 
LAUNCH NEW FIGHT 
ON BANGS DISEASE. 

Cattle owners who desire to take advan- 
tage of the Federal emergency appropria- 
tion for combatting Bang’s disease may do 
so by complying with the provisions of new 
regulations issued by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and designated as B. A. I. 
Order 347. This order, signed by Secre- 
tary Wallace, on the recommendation of the 
Administrator of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act, will be administered by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry. It became effec- 
tive July 19 and provides for the elmina- 
tion of and payment for cattle reacting to 
the agglutinat.on test for Bang’s disease or 
infectious abortion. 

The first step in having a herd tested for 
Bang’s disease is to fill out and sign an 
agreement which will be furnished by any 
Federal veterinarian or State official who 
is cooperating in this campaign. In this 
agreement the owner agrees (1) to market 
for slaughter under State or Federal super- 
vision, all heifers over 6 months old, cows, 
or bulls that react to this agglutination test, 
(2) to confine additions to his herd, as far 
as practicable, to virgin animals and to 
those from herds known to be free of Bang’s 
disease, (3) to continue blood testing the 
animals in his herd in accordance with the 
accredited Bang’s disease herd plan of his 
State, and (4) to clean and disinfect his 
premises under supervision after the re- 
moval of reactors. Other provisions in the 
agreement prohibit the sale of his right or 
claim for payment on reacting cattle or the 
use of abortion vaccines or any of his herd 
during 6 months prior to testing. 

The Secretary of Agriculture agrees that 
the herd shall be tested for Bang’s disease 
under the direction of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry without expense to the owner, 
except for necessary handling of the ani- 
mals incident to collecting blood samples, 
and also agrees to pay the owner for each 
animal eliminated from the herd. This pay- 
ment is not to exceed $20 for a grade fe- 
male and $50 for a registered purebred 
animal. The receipts from marketing for 
slaughter also belong to the owner. Par- 
ticipation in the campaign is entirely volun- 
tary on the part of the herd owner. 

Bang’s disease, named after the eminent 
early Danish investigator of this malady, 
has caused serious losses to the live stock 
industry, particularly in dairy herds. The 
damage estimated at fully $50,000,000 an- 
nually results from lowered production and 
from the death of animals. The disease oc- 
curs in practically every part of the United 
States and estimates indicate that about 15 
percent of the entire cattle population is af- 
fected with the disease. Stock owners have 
long sought relief from the malady and 
have taken unusual interest in the results 
of research work dealing with its detection 
and control. 

THE DROUTH IS NOT ENOUGH 
NOW COMES ORDER NO. 347. 

The foregoing release from the press ser- 
vice department of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture was received just in time to 
gain space in this issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal. It seems from the release 


that it is but a short step to compulsory 
Bang’s disease testing for the purpose of 
eliminating aborters from the breeding 


herds in this land of ours. Orde 
has not yet been received at this offing ne 
Journal hopes that every breeder and ey 
reader of the Journal will immediately . 
cure a copy of this order and thus familia 
ize himself with the details of operation poet 
Co. 

ntil such copy has been recej 
Journal has nothing to say, except eral 
the release at its face value. In the second 
paragraph under section (1) it may be well 
to become perfectly familiar with tne pro- 
gram before signing the agreement. 

The motive back of the whole scheme jg 
good, but what assurance have we that these 
tests are even near accurate and positive? 
And, again who set the price of $50.00 per 
head on registered pure bred cattle? That 
price may be O. K. for some pure breds but 
what about the cattle that are valued high 
into the hundreds of dollars each in the 
breed.ng pens and cattle that represent 
highly developed tribes and families? $50,090 
don’t look so hot in the case of a five or six 
hundred dollar cow that is producing regu- 
larly and yet may fail in the test; or a 
two or three thousand dollar bull, and plen- 
ty of them will be selling at such prices 
before a complete test can be made. 

As the Journal now understands it the 
move is voluntary at present. The thing we 
want to tell our readers is how soon will the 
act become compulsory and the work start- 
ed on a wholesale order? We are for the 
scheme, but our faith in present methods is 
not sufficient to cause us to sign up until 
such time as we can be assured of the un- 
qualified success of the agglutination test. 
Perhaps a little discussion of this matter, 
which by the way, breeders don’t seem to 
have had much to say about up the present, 
will not be asking too much. Journal 
columns are open for such a discussion— 
Lets have both sides.

UNABLE TO KEEP SERVICEABLE 
BULLS ON HAND. 

“Six years ago” writes Mrs. Hunter Mer- 
iwether, of Guthrie, Kentucky, “I bought 
from Mr. H. H. Hughes, of Brentwood, 
Tennessee, five registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cows and two calves, one a bull by Edwin 
Marshall 2d 404784, a son of old Earl Mar- 
shall out of Erica Marshall 3d a daughter 
ot the old bull also. Since that time I have 
never been able to keep a bull calf over a 
year old and can not supply the demand for 
bulls old enough for service. 

“Most of the buyers have grade females 
and want to improve the quality of the veal 
calves and steers by having an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd bull. Several buyers have told 
me that they had bought good looking 
grade bulls, whose calves were various 
kinds, so they came to me to get pure 
blooded, registered bulls. Many of the buy- 
ers did not care for the papers, but wanted 
a bull that they knew was pure blood Aber- 
deen-Angus. Several of them however, have 
written offering to pay for the registration 
and transfer papers, as the calves of the 
bulls I sold them were so fine. 

“T have some Hereford cows, whose calves 
sired by my Aberdeen-Angus bulls, always 
have white faces, no horns and shiny black 
bodies. I am now training two little beau- 
ties to drive to an old fashioned log wagon, 
using a little ox yoke. This brace of tiny 
oxen will appear in the Costume Ride of the 
Fair to be given on the Guthrie, Kentucky, 
race track in September by the American 
Legion and the Parent Teachers Associa- 
tion.”

Successfully Fed and Shown by Missouri Lad 


e little time ago J. Alton Riffle, at 
Pe operating the Colonial Poultry 
Farms, at Pleasant Hill, Missouri, sent this 
office a fine picture of his prize winning 
Aberdeen-Angus steer “Rockne Thickset 
together with the following story which we 
take great pleasure in 
presenting at this time. 
J. Alton evidently is an 
enthusiastic and suc- 
cessful feeder and will 
no doubt some day be 
owning one of the good 
herds of pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle of 
his state. Of this par- 
ticular steer he has to 


sO2R ockne_ Thickset 
was calved August 21, 
1932 and was bred by 
John V. Riffle & Sons. 
He is from a Blackbird 
cow and was sired by a 
Blackbird bull which 
was bred by Arthur 
Kahn, of Sedalia, Mis- 
souri, one ot the real 
Aberdeen-Angus boost- 
ers of this state. I 
picked this steer from 
our herd because of his 
type and thickness. 

“I started him on 
feed the first of No- 
vember, 1932. Rockne 
was allowed to nurse 
his mother twice a day 
until March first. He 
was started on a ration 
of shelled corn, oats 
and Purina Chow along : 
with Alfalfa hay, and was kept on this ra- 
tion until the last of July when the oats 
were taken out and barley, bran and beet 
pulp were added. At this point I switched 
over to Tarkio molasses feed. This ration 
was continued until the first of September 
when ground corn and more bran were ad- 
ded. At all times Rockne responded to his 
feed. I fed another Aberdeen-Angus steer 
along with this on but he was off feed so 
much of the time that he did not do so well. 

“I took Rockne to the county fair where 
he won first. Later at the American Royal 
he was shown in the Junior yearling class 
in which he placed third in a class of fifty 
steers. In the sale he sold to the Union 
Pacific Railway Company for 11 cents per 
pound. This steer weighed 500 pounds on 
April 1st and on November 27th tipped the 
scales at 1157 pounds, showing a net gain 
of 657 pounds and a dressing percentage of 
66.5. The initial cost of the steer was $34.00 
and the total feed cost $25.00, thus showing 
a little better than a 100% profit on these 
two items. 


“IT have been a 4-H Club member for five 
years. I ranked second two years ago in a 
live stock judging at the 4-H Club roundup 
held at the Missouri University. I showed 
a steer two years ago at the American Roy- 
al at Kansas City in which show he placed

sixth in a class of about sixty head. This 
steer sold for $15.25 per hundred pounds to 
the Smith Cafeteria at Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. This steer won a total of $79.00 in 
prize money. While the steer this year 
(Rockne) won a total of $24.00 in prize 
money. This steer was grand champion of 
Cass county. 

“With the $79.00 I bought a heifer from 
Mr. J. F. McKenny, of King City, Missouri, 
and she has raised a good calf for me. I 
now have a herd of my own consisting of 
two cows, one heifer calf and three steers. 
Two of the steers were bred by Mr. McKen- 
ny. I have been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle since 1927 and would not feed any 
other breed of cattle. I have been raised 
on a farm where Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
predominate. 

“As for my future, I am now engaged in 
the hatchery business. If I ever own a farm 
of my own I certainly will have a fine herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I am now and 
expect always to be a booster for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle.” 


Well do we remember 
seeing Mr. Hughes sit at the sale rings and 
bid only on the best animals that came be- 
fore the auction block. His wise selections 
made it possible for Mrs. Meriwether in 
turn to properly found a herd, for the cows 
she purchased came from some of the best 
foundation material in the country.

herds should take advantage of the prevail- 
ing low levels to lay in their breeding cat- 
tle.

Another Big Operator Sold Out of Bulls. 

“T have had the best demand for bulls (at 
a cheap price of course) that I ever have 
had and do not think I was ever before en- 
tirely sold out at this time of the year” 
says Banker J. F. McMcKenny, of King 
City, Missouri, in a letter dated July 7th. 
He says further “I am having considerable 
inquiry for heifers and if we have any pros- 
pect for feed at all this winter I think the 
demand for pure bred cattle will be the best 
for some years. We had a general rain in 
Missouri last Thursday night and we can 
yet raise some corn and about all the bal- 
ance of the land is planted to soy beans. I 
have 90 acres of the latter.” 

From this Missouri correspondent it is 
evident that Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that 
section are fast gaining ground in the mat- 
ter of popular favor.
